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While tourism is indeed a dynamic industry, 
many people tend to overlook the positive effect 
tourism has on the Ontario economy. 


In 1982, Ontario's tourism revenne from 
both domestic and foreign travel totalled about 
$6.3 billion, or 4.9 per cent Of tne Grose Provincial 
Product. In terms of export earnings alone, the 
tourism industry ranked third in 1981. 


Tourism is an important vehicle for 
regional development, providing needed employment, 
and lessening regional income disparities. Provincial 
government tourism development programs are often 
responsible for providing a diversified tourism 
industry, capable of satisfying the travellers' needs 
and also adding to the services enjoyed by local 
residents. 


This Tourism Statistical Handbook documents 
the value of tourism and also presents relevant data 
outlining traveller habits and characteristics, thus 
putting the importance of tourism more clearly into 
perspective.
